Take a tonic—a mild and non-consti- 
pating One—remembering, however. 
that tonics aro dangerous tools, and 
too often wolves in sheep's clothing, or 
stimulants n disguise. 
Temperance 


should bo observed, and wine most 
sparingly used 
Bv observing such 


rules as these a failing memory may 
bo lestorecl, then, and not till then, 
mnemonics may be had recourse to, in 
order to prevent a relapse.

people of Decatnr and neighboring: towns 
The distinguished lecturer, who is avery 
where recognized as one of the advance* 
thinkers of the age, a man of gigantic1Q 


tellect and a close student, was introducec 
by Mr. Geo. E. Morehouse who on behal 
of the association thanked the public for 
their liberal patronage of the course of 
entertainments. 


Rev. Cook, who is n native of New York 


and is 46 years of age, has n massive 
head,and very much resembles Dr. AV. R 
Goodwin 
in appearance, 
commenccc 


speaking at 8:15 o'clock and did not close 
until 10:50, consuming two hours anc 
35 minutes. In 
the limited space of 


these columns no synopsis of the mas 
terly effort which would do it aud the 
lecturer justice can be given. There was 
so much solid meat in it, that it wonk" 
have baen better perhaps had the subjeol 
been given in sections on different even- 
ings so that the audience might have 
time to properly digest the far-reaching 
thoughts and views expressed. The lec- 
turer demonstrated clearly that he is 
close observer of men and things, and thai 
he is a student of history and science and 
theology, who is well able to discuss 
mighty questions with the deepest think- 
ers without fear of defeat on any rostrum. 
In laying the foundation of his lecture he 
spoke of the speed ot inter-coinmuuicu- 
tion between nations, and cited tho fact 
that in this day aud age a circuit of the 
world can be made by the traveler in 90 
days; further, that by means of the tele- 
graph messages can be sent around tho 
earth six times an hour. He also declared 
that even now Chicago and Calcutta are 
commercial rivals, and therefore there is 
need of a broader and deeper sympa- 
thy existing between ull nations. Ho 
gave the audience tho full benefit of his 
personal observations made on the occu 
sion of his tour of tho world, which he 
supplemented by adding deductions that 
were logical and complete. In orje,. he 
stated the "Seven Modern Wonders of the 
World" to be those of a moral character. 
There are: "Self-Reformation 
of the 


nations;" the "Parallel Advance of Edu- 
cation and Free Government," "Interna- 
tional Alliance or Arbitration between 
nations;'' "Triumph of Christianity in 
this Day and Century;" "Current ful- 
fillment of Biblical Prophesy;" "Estab- 
lishment of Scientific SapernnturolnesB;" 
and the "Triumph of Physical Science 
over Modern Unbelief." These different 
topics were amplified and facts and new 
thoughts were piled up mountain high 
with such rapidity and ease that the 
hearer was compelled to listen with fixed 
attention to take in the full force of the 
masterly and well arranged address. 


He dwelt largely on tho advance oC 


Protestantism in foreign lands, cbieiiy in 
Japan and Germany, and he dealt sledge. 
hammer blows at the so-culled "liberal 
thinkers" of the country, of whom luger- 
soll is a type. He referred at some length 
on municipal misrule and of tho d.iusers 
which threaten the larger towns because 
of the corruption that exists. His remedy 
is the enforcement of the municipal laws. 
Rotate out of oflice everywhere all who 
swear to enforce tho laws and don't; and 
he would have nil those who don't 'go to 
school lose their right to vote when they 
become of ago. He digressed to speak of 
the temperance question, aud declared 
that the liquor question will never be set- 
tled until it is taken out of politics en- 
tirely. "I am in favor of the local optiou 
law,"said he. "Itisjur.t aud right; and fur- 
ther, I would have tho trnflic blotted out 
of o county and tbe state by the adoption 
of a prohibitory amendment, if tho people 
so decide; and further, I urn in favor of a 
National prohibitory law. I think the 
ladies who pay taxes ought to huve the 
right to vote on educational and temper- 
ance questions, for I believe that they 
would vote right and help to wipe out 
evils that exist in the cities." This senti- 
ment was warmly applauded. 


Speaking of National leaders Rev. Cook 


mentioned the names of Elaine and Lin- 
coln, when his hearers interrupted further 
remarks by an outburst of applause which 
continued for some seconds. Rpv. Cook 
expressed himself us in f.ivor of Edmunds 
as first choice, but if ho couldn't get Ed- 
munds ho would tulip B''iino. More ap- 
plause. 


The concluding portions of the splen- 


did lecture was a Bumming up ot the dif- 
ferent topics discussed, to show tlmt the 
world and its people are progressive, both 
in science and religion. The peroration 
was specially impressive and gr.mdly 
sublime. 


ANOTHEU REPORT. 


It falls to tho lot of but few men to bo 


the discoverers of primary truth, and sel- 
dom do they possess sufficient independ- 
ence and power of intellect to burst 
through, the crust of the orthodox con- 
ception of it without being so dazzled by 
its infinity that they lose ami occupy 
themselves with its workings and forgot 
its Great Worker. The lecture of "The 
Seven Modern Wonders of the World'' 
bristled with controlling facts from whicb 
unanswerable deductions were made that 
gave convincing proof that Mr. Cook is a 
molder of advanced thought and a leader 
ot civil and moral progress. His scientific 
investigations and historic researches 
have so broadened his conceptions that 
he is not fettered by dogmas nor confined 
to theories of his own. That Mr. Cook 
has fully and fairly explored the known 
avenues of nature and science, and that 
he is familiar with the tenets of the lend- 
ing advocates, cannot be denied. His 
conclusions carry euch great convictions 
of their truth to the impartial mind that 
it is compelled to accept them. The effect 
of this lecture upon political and moral 
questions ot the day, was powerful and 
salutary.

The Snlloh Relics. 


The following in a list of thefnteresting 


relics found on the Shiloh battlefield, 
April 6th and 7tb, 22 years after the bat 
tie, by Comrade and Mrs. C. H. Kepley 
and son. They are on exhibition at the 
W. R. 0. fair at the tabernacle, and em- 
brace ihe following articles: A Rebel 12- 
ponnd shell, nnexploded; it is ten inches 
long; a solid G-pound shot; an old musket 
with bayonet attached; Rebel and Union 
cartridge boxes and conteens, bomb shells, 
pieces of rubber blankets, horse shoes, 
grape shot, belt plates, Rebel epaulets, 
camp kettle, tin cups, bullets of different 
sizes, pieces of foundation of old Shiloh 
church, pine knot used for torchlight, and 
many other articles that must be seen to 
be appreciated. One of the finest relics, 
so pronoxmcod by the excursionists, is a 
hitch-ring cut out of a white oak tree on 
the 7th of April where Gen. Hulburt had 
bis headquarters on Sunday, the Cth of 
April, ISC'2. The wood has grown eatire- 
tirely three-fourths over the ring; also 
another of equal inteiest is n leather hitch 
strap that was cut and left when General 
Prentice (Union) was surrounded and 
compelled to surrender on Sunday, April 


1S62. This strnp with the green onk 


wood and bark grown over it three inches 
was found and cut out on the 7th of April. 
The hatchet broken by Comrade Kepley 
in cutting the bitch-ring out ia on exhibi- 
tion with it. These relics have lain 22 
years on the Shiloh battlefield. A knife 
:ot at the fall of Ft. Donclson that be- 
longed to one of the Mississippi Tigers 
Rebel), also an olcl flint-lock pistol are 
shown by A J. Miller; also a rive-dollar 
Rebel note brought from Andersonuille 
when Miller was released from the prison; 
a Rebel paper published during the siege 
of Vicksbnrg and sent to Mrs. Gladwell 
ay her son; also tho Traveler, published 
in Jacltsouport, Ark., a Union paper, dat- 
ed May !), 18CA All of these things must 
jo seen to bo appreciated.
